Although the event is sponsored 
by the Freshman Reception Com- 
mittee, Ann Ryan, vice-chairman, 
has stressed thc,fact that all coeds, 
frcshettes and uppcrelass women 
alike, arc welcome to attend pro- 
vided they are properly attired in 
jeans and plaid shirts. The only 
exception to this rule arc those who 
are unable to dress appropriately 
due to 4 o'clock lectures.

In Toronto

Toronto. — Following a week of 
harrowing line-ups registration at 
the University of Toronto has been 
almost completed. Registrar A. B. 
Fcnncll said no figures would be 
available until Oct. 9. 

Indications are that last year's re- 
gistration of 17,071 would be equal- 
ed again this year with heavier re- 
gistration in senior years. 

Veterans who formed the large 
bulk of new undergraduates last 
year have been absorbed tor the 
most part and although some have 
entered University this fall, the 
bulk of freshmen classes will be 
composed of students entering dir- 
ectly .from high school. 

Professional faculties were again 
bombarded by more applications 
than they could handle and a num- 
ber of would-be engineers, doctors 
and dentists were forced to post- 
pone their plans for another year. 

Students refused admission to 
professional faculties will - be per- 
mitted to register in Arts. Few ap- 
plicants have taken this alterna- 
tive although taking the Arts 
course would give them a higher 
rating in professional faculties.

More Studen+s, Less Space, 
Arehiteets Find New Home 



The architects now have a home 
of their own. After leaving the 
Engineering Building because of its 
cramped quarters, the School of 
Architecture has been moved to 
the former International Labour 
Organization office, at 3480 Uni- 
versity Street, corner Milton.' With 
the exception of a small section of 
the first floor which is being re- 
tained by the McGill Purchasing 
Department, the interior of this 
four-storied building has been con- 
verted into draughting rooms, lec- 
ture rooms, architectural exhibits, 
staff rooms, and a reference library. 
Coupled with this re-organization 
is the appointment of Robert Es- 
daiic. a '41 McGill graduate in 
architecture, as a full-time lecturer 
at the School. 

Since his graduation. Mr. Esdaile 
has toured much of Western Eu- 
rope, Switzerland, Sweden. Nnravry. 
France, and other countries while 
in army service with the Engineers. 
In addition to this experience, he 
was engaged by the Stockholm 
Building Society for a four month 
period, then was connected with 
the Ministry of Town Planning in 



England. Mr. Esailc's last academic 
preparation was completed at Cam- 
bridge where he concentrated on 
Education. 

Registration in the School of Ar- 
chitecture has swelled enormously 
over the past few years, necessitat- 
ing the acquisition of larger teach- 
ing accommodation, and increased 
facilities. According to Joan Severs, 
Professor Bland's active secretary, 
enrolment in the School has topped 
02, excluding an unpredictable 
number of first year Dawsonitcs 
contemplating a transfer next year 
into Architecture. The usual atten- 
dance in all five years used to aver- 
age only 25. Regularly-scheduled 
lectures in courses such as 
mechanics and calculus will con- 
tinue to be held in the Engineering 
Building. 

McGill architects and other stu- 
dents of the fine arts may visit the 
exhibition room also located in the 
new annex. On exhibit now are 
selected scale models of buildings 
submitted by students last year as 
part of their thesis projections well 
as many drawings made at the re- 
cent sketching school held at Sorel, 
Que. . 



Manitoba Registration 
May Total 7,250 

Winnipeg. Oct. 2. - (CUP) - Ap- 
proximately 7,250 students arc ex- 
pected to register for the coming 
term at the University of Mani- 
toba, exceeding last year's total by 
almost 400. 

The greatest increase is expected 
in third and fourth years due to 
the large number of veterans who 
have enrolled during the last two 
years. The number of students in 
first and second years is expected 
to remain the .same. 

One authority believed that over 
a period of years the university 
enrolment would eventually level 
off at 3,500. Not only veteran reg- 
istration, but the greater percent- 
age uf students taking Grade 12 in 
the province will maintain the 
present size of the university for 
at least another four or five years.

Toronto. Oct. 2. — (CUP) — 
University of Toronto freshmen 
staged an hour long raid on the 
women's residences at University 
College during which police join- 
ed Varsity officials in quelling the 
outbreak of violence. 

The freshmen, who were esti- 
mated to be about 20(1 strong, at- 
tempted to decorate the facade of 
the residence with paint. Some ol 
the group did penetrate to the in- 
terior of the building, breaking 
chairs and dragging the resident's 
baggage through the halls. 

The girls, armed with water 
buckets, attempted to repulse the 
attcckcrs, but it was only after the 
police were summoned that the sit- 
uation was brought under control. 
The Dean herself was soaked bv 
a pail of water during the 
scramble.

The many students at McGill who 
arc presently scouring the city in 
frantic search for living accom- 
modations may consider the hous- 
ing shortage a problem peculiarly 
pressing only in Montreal. A sur- 
vey of the university newspapers 
from other Canadian centres reveal 
that the same problem is harassing 
great numbers of students return- 
ing to school in all parts of the 
country. By all accounts, the mar- 
.ricd students arc finding the great- 
est difficulty in securing suitable 
quarters. 

In Toronto, the University of 
Toronto has set up a Housing Ser- 
vice under the Students' Adminis- 
trative Council to handle the hund- 
reds of applications that have been 
pouring in. An extensive publicity 
campaign conducted through the 
press and radio, and enlisting the 
aid of service clubs, and church or- 
ganizations has helped to find 
rooms for most of the applicants, 
but there are still many still on 
the waiting lists. 

The University of Western On- 
tario has set up a housing service 
to aid in the housing quest of out- 
of-town studcnLs returning to Lon- 
don. "The Gazette," the undergrad- 
uate newspaper, reports that it is 
the married students, especially 
those with families, who arc hav- 
ing the greatest trouble in find- 
ing shelter. 

At the University of Saskatoon, 
similar difficulties are being en- 
countered by returning students 
As many as 250 married students 
were reported at one time to be 
without rooms. Accommodation was 
found for some in barracks at the 
airport, near the city. 



$200,000 Spent 

On Man. Renovation 

Winnipeg. Oct. 2.— (CUP)— The 
University of Manitoba spent $200.- 
000 this summer in improving the 
facilities on the campus. 

Increased enrollment in the medi- 
cal faculty necessitated alterations 
to the extent of S60.000. Another 
large account was the $35.000 spent 
on hydraulic and 'electrical labor- 
atories in the Engineering Building. 

The campus itself was also im- | 
proved as $10.000 was spent on new ' 
sidewalks and a short road was also ' 
built. The campus cafeteria and I 
lunch room were also in the im- 
provement plan to the tunc of $1,- 
500. 



12 Hour Day 
For Engineers 
At U. of T. 



Engineering Departments in To- 
ronto University have been put on 
a twelve-hour-a-day basis due to 
the influx of more than a thousand 
students from Ajax which is To- 
ronto's equivalent of Dawson. 

"Third Year Freshmen" have 
flooded into the parent school and 
the new hours arc the result ol a 
lack of space in turn caused by an 
unprecedented enrolment in the 
past two years. 

Building programs, hampered by 
shortages of materials, have been 
unable to keep up with the de- 
mands created by the vast increases 
in the student body. It was de- 
cided not to continue third year 
classes at Ajax due to the expense 
of duplicating heavy equipment. 
Total enrolment in Engineering is 
not expected to exceed last year's 
figure. . 

In an effort to. utilize all avail- 
able space an additional storey lias 
been built on one of the existing 
buildings. This will serve as a draft- 
ing room for second and third year 
Architectural classes. 

A special ventilating system has 
been designed to meet the condi- 
tions in the building and such other 
features as fluorescent lighting will 
j add to its efficiency. It will be one 
: of the most modern drafting rooms 
in Toronto.

Principal Calls For Concerted 
Effort on Community Planning 



Principal F. Cyril James called 
for a more concerted effort on the 
part of private individuals and 
governments in community plan- 
ning in an address before the Na- 
tional Conference on Community 
Planning yesterday, at a meeting 
held under the auspices of the 
Community Planning Association 
of Canada. 

"There is* a tendency." he said, 
"frequently encountered nowadays 
in discussions of community plan- 
ning, to concentrate appeals to the 
governmental authorities. 

"The trend df thought is .some- 
times justified on the assumption 
that people in general do not have 
the . time, energy or intercut to 
study town planning. 

'in my judgment, that is a wrong 
approach. It is one of the funda- 
mental aspects of a democratic 
community that the quality of the 
government and the speed of gov- 
ernment progress depend upon the 
intelligence of the community it- 
self. 

"The speed at which town plan- 
ning can proceed towards its goals 
in this Dominion is, 1 am confident, 
measured by . the rate of public 
thinking and public demand." 

Continuing, Dr. James said: 
"Our task is one of education and 



not of lobbying. Our problem is 
that of showing to an increasing 
of improvement and the extent to 
which that improvement depends 
upon the actions that they individ- 
ually take. When the citizenry of a 
communiting is arousing and deter- 
mined the appropriate government- 
al procedures will be put into effect 
without hesitation. 

"All of this is not to suggest that 
government has no interest in plan- 
ning. I 'should be the last person to 
imply that municipal, provincial 
and national governments should 
sit back comfortably and do noth- 
ing until such lime as the pressure 
of public opinion is aroused and 
public opinion complete. The gov- 
ernment can and should provide 
the expert tools whenever the com- 
munity asks for them. The city 
council or the town council can 
take appropriate action with a 
view . to developing for its own 
community a comprehensive plan, 
and it should be able to call on 
provincial and national govern- 
ments for experts in the several 
fields of knowledge that the crea- 
tion of such a plan demands." 

Concluding, Principal James said: 
"Each has a responsibility in plan- 
ning, and only if every one moves 
! forward gradually to assume in a 
conscious- sense an increased meas- 
ure of that responsibility will plan- 
ning be successful."

On the front page of today's Daily appears 
a news story describing the taking-over of the 
former International Labour Office building on 
University Street by the School of Architecture. 

As fitting climax to the endeavours of the 
School's Director, Professor John Bland, the 
growing body of McGilPs architects now have 
ample space, and a building of their own. This 
new acquisition of the School of Architecture is 
a vivid and concrete demonstration of McGill's 
growth and expansion. 

Concurrent with the announcement of thé 



new location of the School is a plan for a proposed 
McGill Science Center. Its site will encompass 
the land fronting University Street from the 
Physics Building up to Milton Street. 

This forward-thinking plan will accomplish 
several things for McGill's ever-increasing 
Science Faculty. It will replace the present ob- 
solescent Chemistry Building whose laboratories 
and lecture theatres arc over-crowded to the 
point of inefficiency. 

We hope the plans of the new center will in- 
clude large modem laboratories and sufficient 
allocation of space to research in all fields. 

McGill is noted for the outstanding work in 
the past its scientists have given to the advan- 
cement of scientific techniques and knowledge. 
Now a chance for even greater achievements, 
perhaps, is possible.

OLD McGILL EXPLAINED

Dear Sir: 

Yesterday's lead editorial might be taken as the 
epitome of "unconfirmed" implications. The delay 
in the publication of Old McGill '47 is due to the 
following reasons, and not to the implied incapacity 
of the editor-in-chief: 

a) a huge (1300) graduating class who simply 
would not get their pictures and biographies ready 
in time, despite the efforts of newly appointed class 
representatives.

Diàr Sir: 

I would like to comment on Jean Pouliofs article 
dealing with race prejudice. The very fact that the 
article was written is worthy of merit, but I must 
add that if more time had been spent analysing the 
situation, some simple research would have rewarded 
the Daily with a fine series of articles. 

The first thing to remember is that nobody' will 
admit their prejudices (notable exceptions are Ar- 
cand, Mosley, Rankin and their Ilk). By directly ap- 
proaching the officials of Hospitals, naturally they 



would openly deny race prejudice in their institu- 
tions. 

The next obvious question to ask is. "How many 
negro nurses are employed at the Hospital at pre- 
sent?" Then the old stock reply would be forthcom- 
ing, "Well, none with the proper qualifications have 
applied for the jobs." 

A dozen books have been published recently 
about race prejudices. They bring to light the facts 
.that such things as "unwritten laws" and "gentle- 
men's agreements" place invisible Iron curtains 
around most of the professions. 

The people who can really give you the informa- 
tion you seek arc the negro nurses. Try contacting 
one of them and arrange a meeting with her and 
her associates. One might even invite some of them 
to an open forum at the Union. I'm certain they can 
supply you with adequate data. 

Another thought to keep in mind is the old maxim 
of the pot calling the kettle black. Some of our 
campus fraternities, organizations in our own back 
yard, practise the same kind of prejudice. Who knows, 
perhaps the officials of our local hospitals have taken 
post-grad course on the subject of "fraternity".

You Don't Like Opera 

This Sabbath-likc article is of 
limited depth as any tcc-off feature 
must bo but then aagin it is addres- 
sed to a wide cross-sccton of Mc- 
Gill students, not you, but the poo- 
pie you rub elbows with in class, 
and, frankly, to any reader, if this 
catches him in an off-guard mo- 
ment. 

The term "opera" in our rather 
illogical society of British sources 
and American streams has unpleas- 
ant associations for a larger pro- 
portion of our people than I would 
hazard to define or care to remem- 
ber. Images like wraiths rise be- 
fore your eyes of tight-waisted 
dandies, and stuffed young matrons 
and the inevitable bejewelled do- 
wagers whose vice-like claws and 
fat hands are never very far from 
the warm full neck of operatic tra- 
dition, as it were, (but Lord, over- 
look their little minds and bless 
their generous hearts). 

The great majority of us arc in- 
fluenced for the rest of our lives 
by the fake-factories of Hollywood 
(a classic phrase has evolved 
among the Twentieth Century's in- 
tellectual emigrants: "Sec Holly- 
wood and die," and for the country 
and small-town lasses "S.H. and 
diet") for their silent but merciless 
picture of the above characters 
prancing and primping about In 
coaches or limousines bs they drive 
up to palatial opera houses design- 
ed in the gingcrbroad or rococco 
style favoured by the parvenus who 
built them. And then there arc 
those glittering interiors in the 
epochal epics, the heavy, ornate 
tiers, the Diamond Ring with its 
filled boxes, the inevitable dowag- 
ers balancing tiaras and holding up 
gold lorgnettes to beady eyes, prop- 
ping their ample, too too generous 
bosoms on the balustrades, or so 
it seems. Of course we must not 
overlook the Italian tenors who 
sing of love as though it were some- 
thing they ate and have a figure 
that obviously supports this view; 
or the booming Brunhildes with the 
Wagneran thoraxes and voices like 
Freudian angels who must be low- 
ered in a heavy suit of armor on 
the small white horses that visibly 
diminish in stature as the perfor- 
mance waxes (Two asides: (from 
the opera news) a boom boom, pat- 
terned on medieval designs— viz. 
Olivier's "Henry V"— is requred for 
this delicate backstage operation of 
which I jest too lightly; (from my 
Bacdecker) "There s no finer bacon 
than that from boars fattened on 
nuts and berries which abount in 
the Black Forest, especially In the 
vicinity of Hochwald; they are at 
their best In the early fall"— (no 
further comment). 

And so it took my best friend in 
a rather misg;uided and still rather 
lusty youth to open my eyes or 
rather train my ears and open my 
mind; I am eternally grateful, 

It is not surprising that the great- 
er number of you do not think of 
Saturday afternoon as Opera after- 
noon, when the mellifluous voice 
of Olin Downcs introduces the 
Texaco broadcast of a performance 
at the Metropolitan Opera. Calling 
upon many of the arts, opera en- 
compasses for the radio-listener 
drama, Instrumental music, litera- 
ture and SINGING, the most sub- 
lime, the most beautiful flexible 
and instantaneous expression of 
man's cultural content that mortals 
shall witness. For the person for- 
tunate enough to attend an opera 
In person. Is added the visual 
stimulation of costumes elegantly 
carried across backgrounds that 
benefit from a most complete un- 
derstanding of the limitations of a 
stage as a repository of the arts of 
painting, sculpture and dancing, 
which is to the body what singing 
is to the voice. 

The whole process of musical 
growth is a progression from a 
period of apparent sensory confu- 
sion under an excess of stimulation 
which is the opera-goer's exper- 
ience, to symphonies where the 
conductor, if successful, has your 
imagination in his power, through

All the world loves a coloratura! 
The enthusiasm displayed by the 
multitude at Currie Gymnasium 
last night bore testimony to the un- 
disputed position that Lily Pons 
has held these many years among 
exponents of this style of singing. 

Last night's programme was com- 
paratively short on coloratura vocal 
pvrotcchnics-thoiiRh Cara Nome. 
The Nightingale ,(A|able((), and Lo! 
Hear the Gentle Lark turned up— 
and concentrated on quieter pieces, 
for the most part by French com- 
posers. The early selections were 
by PerRolesi and Rossini. Si Tu 
M'aml seemed to be more of a 
piece for mezzo, Les Roses d'lspa- 
han for a lyric soprano of much 
heavier timbre. 

The coloratura numbers, some 
with the customary duello between 



singer and flautist, were performed 
with the customary Pons dash and 
precision. Miss Pons's voice, a very 
sturdy organ, indeed, seems to 
grow more anile with the years, 
though its tone has continued much 
the same. 

The latter half of the programme 
was devoted to the works of Faure. 
Bachelct. Debussy, and Ravel. 
Bachelefs Chcrc Nuit was excep- 
tionally well done. The two selec- 
tions from Debussy's Fetes Galantes 
were pleasant enough, though not 
exceptional, recalling as they did 
the Tcyte-Cortot performances. 

Frank LaForgc. an accompanist 
of vast experience and international 
reputation, accompanied Miss Pons 
in selections which included some 
of his own arrangements.

to single-instruments and the naked 
voice in song which is a collabor- 
ation between the pianist or vio- 
linist and the listener in which the 
sensitivity and control of the one

Building a World Government 

by Ralph Cohen 



Human societies possess an in- 
herent capacity to develop systems 
of social control whereby the rela- 
tions of individual* are adjusted 
and common interests and desires 
arc secured. The system in which 
a definite Institutional organization 
exists, operating by means of a 
legal mandate enforced by definite 
sanctions, is called Government. 
The historical development of gov- 
ernment began when primeval 
tribes, with the same language, cul- 
ture, and religious habits, united 
to provide for their common needs 
and protect themselves against 
1» ir common enemies. This form 
ot government gradually developed 
over centuries to the modern idea 
of the nation-state. 

The basis of the nalion-statc was 
to be found in the principle of 
sovereignty— the principle that if 
the state was to fulfill adequately 
its essential functions, it must be 
comprehensive and compulsive in 
all matters. There are, however, 
two aspects of sovereignty, one of 
which is useful while the other has 
become a principle of chaos. Only 
the anarchist quarrels with the 
view that human life is enhanced 
by government, but this legitimate 
internal aspect of sovereignty has 
for centuries been coupled with a 
fallacious corollary, which makes 
ot the organized nation, an entity 
independent of all external con- 
trol. The doctrine of sovereignty 
in its its external aspects has pre- 
vented the erection of world gov- 
ernment— a government establish- 
ed by the majority of the world 
community and continuously re- 
sponsive to that will. 

Development of Nation 

It is an historical fact that the 
development of the nation-state did 
not await the dissolution of clans 
or feudal units— rather it was su- 
perimposed. The state machinery 
for the administration of common 
interests and enforcement of the 
common law did not' await a unani- 
mous will to peace within the state 
—it required the support of the 
strongest group and once establish- 
ed, it extended the sense of com- 
munity and the will to peace among 
the citizenry. Similarly, certain 
students of international affairs 
draw the following analogy— the 
establishment of world government 
is conditional on the agreement of 
a dominant group of states. But 
this is totally unrealistic and faulty 
thinking— it disregards the practi- 
cal realities of power politics, it 
fails to take into consideration the 
essential differences of culture, 
language, religion, race, colour, and 
creed; the deeply ingrained sense 
of sovereignity and nationhood; and 
the distrust of the, motives one 
nation has for another. 

War Disastrous 

The nations which met in San 
Francisco in the Spring of 1945 
realized profoundly that a Third 
World War meant the end of civil- 
ization. The delegates did not pray 
for a political miracle lo construct 
a world government, but rather 
faced the pertinent facts of the 



past, and with that experience 
attempted to build an organiza- 
tion on the confidence and hope 
of the future. 

They created the United Nations, 
a confederation of powers with one 
central power— to prevent war be' 
tween nation-states. The U.N. has 
no power whatsoever to interfere 
in any matters which arc essential 
ly within the domestic jurisdiction 
of any state. On the other hand 
the U.N. is a great step in progress. 
There is far-reaching constructive 
legislation in the Charier, pages 
that will be forces for peace and 
not merely precautions against war. 
It builds on the experience of the 
League of Nations and pays it the 
tribute of modelling its main or 
gans after those of the League. 

The hopes of mankind for the 
establishment of world peace after 
the First World War were incor 
porated in the establishment of the 
League of Nations. It may be ac- 
cepted that given good-iwll and 
courage on the part of the principal 
members, the League was well 
enough designed to succeed. How 
ever, there were certain weaknesses 
within its machinery — weaknesses 
which, faced by temporary failure, 
resulted in open manifestations of 
bad will. These are summarized as 
follows: 

1. That (he League had no 
means at its direct disposal for 
the enforcement ot decisions. 

2. That it had no compulsory 
jurisdiction in the settlement of 
disputes. 

3. That it had no adequate pro- 
vision for peaceful change. 

4. That it had no adequate 
machinery for economic co-op- 
eration. . 

5. That any action by the 
League must be by unanimous 
consent. 

U.N. CHARTER 
The United Nation's Charter 
overcomes these weaknesses. 

1. It puts armed force behind 
the keeping of the peace. Mili- 
tary forces will be ready to move 
under the direction of the Secur- 
ity Council in accordance with 
agreements made in advance and 
in line with the staff plans al- 
ready prepared. The ! Charter 
focuses the responsibility for en- 
forcing the peace squarely upon 
the Great Powers. It was their 
disunity which made it impos- 
sible for the League to keep the 
peace. 

2. The Charter leaves no pos- 
sibility that conflicts between 
nations may be legally or proper- 
ly settled by war. 

3. The Charter provides for a 



plenty, that is in some respects 
for even the most unconscious of 
our fellows, a period which the 
fates graciously accord us and of 
which we should not abuse: when 
we leave here there is the sterile 
plain ahead when the frothy en- 
thusiasm that is beauty in our 
youths requires the stem discipline 
of maturity to flow controlled. 

Take a tip. bo, and get loaded 
now. And someday in a gray mo- 
ment you'll hark back to your 
days here with slow melancholy 
and recapture in music some of 
that abiding confidence that 
distinguishes you now And if this 
has speeded you along a path I 
have but lightly trod and you 
thank me then, remember that 
quite possibly by then I shall be 
quite elderly, somewhat gray about 
the temples, with tired eyes, wearing 
an opera cloak and what-hnvc-you, 
escorting my full-blown creature of 
tenderer moments who quite eager- 
ly looks forward to the moment 
when she joins the serried ranks of 
dowagers and balances her high 
tiara, which dubious pleasure I shall 
accord her only when the earth has 
claimed its tiring and at tmcs 
tiresome puppet. — CNB.

4. The Charter makes long 
strides away from the unanimity 
rule which applied to the Cove- 
nant of the League of Nations. 

AIMS OF U.N. 
The. main aims of Ihe U.N. are 
fundamentally the same as a world 
government would advocate, name- 
ly, to prevent war, settle disputes 
by peaceful methods, to safeguard 
human rights and the basic free- 
doms, and lo improve economic and 
social conditions of all the people 
throughout the world. The U.N. in 
the years to come has 'a possibility 
of becoming a world government 
and it is this writer's opinion that 
we may find the evolutionary step 
between the association of sover- 
eign states and world government 
being accomplished within the 
framework of the Charier. 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
The General Assembly is com- 
posed of all the member states each 
having one vote. The primary re- 
sponsibilities of the Assembly arc: 

1. To discuss any question 
affecting peace and sccurty. 

2. To initiate studies and make 
recommendations on all subjects 
included in the Charter. 

3. To set up, through the Econo- 
mic and Social Council, or dir- 
ectly, agencies to promote the 
well-being of all peoples on earth. 

The General Assembly at the 
present has not the power to pass 
laws binding on any nation. It 
prepares draft treaties and can 
make proposals for the considera- 
tion of the member nations. Every 
member has the right lo bring up 
any question in the assembly which 
is "within the scope of the Char- 
ter." Some day in the future, it is 
hoped the Assembly of the U.N. 
will evolve Into the basis of world 
government. It will act as the legis- 
lative function of government anil 
Its laws, international in scope, will 
be binding on all nations. 
Security Council 

The Security Council recognizes 
the fact that good-will and co- 
operation arc the cornerstones of 
world peace, and so its primary 
function will be to give constant 
attention to any dispute that may 
arise in the critical years ahead. 
It conssits of five permanent mem- 
bers and six additional members 
elected by the Assembly for two- 
year terms. It has the following 
principle powers: 

1. It investigates any dispute 



which may endanger the peace. 

2. It recommends method of 
settlement, ranging from Pacific 
settlements to the ordering of 
military action against an ag- 
gressor state. 

The success of the Security Coun- 
cil could progrès, until It becomes 
the executive organ of a World 
Parliament. In that capacity, the 
permanent members and the elect-

On Teaching 



Eighty representatives ol 31 
countries attended a conference at 
Paris this lummcr to study means 
of education for international 
understanding; thirty-five students 
from 14 countries gathered at a 
Connecticut resort to promote bet- 
ter International relations; hun- 
dreds of teachers arc exchanging 
classrooms between countries. 
Taken together, these meetings and 
exchanges should have a profound 
influence on the role that education 
is to play in the world. 

But just what is being done about 
education in Canadian classrooms' 
Are young people coming forward 
to be trained to fill the teaching 
gaps? Arc teachers being paid what 
their services arc worth? Arc they 
teaching the things Canadians want 
taught? Is the system for each pro- 
vince and the system within each 
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classroom the best that can be de- 
vised? 

The schools of this country, judg- 
ing by reports, arc in a serious 
plight, though it is not so bad .is 
that in other countries Many of 
them lack the number and- quality 
of teachers they should have, others 
have been forced to increase class 
sizes beyond the limit of good 
teaching and beyond the bounds of 
healthful conditions. 

If education problems have got- 
ten out of hand, it is not due to any 
one cause, but to the piling up of 
many causes, and the beginning 
was not recently. Education is de- 
signed, in its best fcnsc, to enable 
men to live as good members of 
their family, of their community, 
of their nation and of the whole 
human society. Education for all 
of these starts in the home, in the 
kindergarten and in the Sunday 
school. Not one source has been 
unaffected by the economic, cul- 
tural, sociological and political in- 
novations and upheavals of the 
past forty years. Everyone who 
takes an impartial view will say 
that the teaching profession has 
measured up at least as well as 
others responsible for the training 
of youth. 

Canada's System 

When Canada became a nation 
in 1867 a constitution was drawn 
up reserving control over educa- 
tion to the authority of the prov- 
inces. As a consequence. Canada 
has ten separate educational sys- 
lems, (Quebec in effect has two 
systems) a situation which makes 
it difficult for provinces to act to- 
gether in the building of educa- 
tional ideals.

the United Nations Organization. It 
has the power to decide any legal 
disputes voluntarily submitted to 
It. The trial at Nuremberg of lead 
ing Nazis formulated the principle 
of individual responsibility as com 
pared to collective responsibility, 
that is, an Individual committing 
an international delict cannot hide 
behind the sovereignty of the 
nation-state. This great legal ad 
vancc links the responsible or ir 
responsible actio not the individual 
to the law of the world. It Is to be 
hoped that the International Court 
of Justice will continue to develop 
world law and that It will pave the 
way for a World Court which will 
have compulsive Jurisdiction over 
all international disputes. In that 
legal capacity, it will act as the ju 
dicial function of World Govern- 
ment. 

THE SECRETARIAT 

The administrative branch of 
U.N.O. is the secretariat with a 
Secretary-General, who is the exe- 
cutive head of the staff of pcrman 
cnt officials. The U.N. staff which 
is chosen first to competence and 
then to geographical distribution 
has the fine record and experience 
and achievement of the League of 
Nations' secretariat before it, and 
it, in time, wil levolve into a World 
Civil Service. 

There are no absolute solutons 
for any of the world's problems. 
The method should be essentially 
gradual, reducing the nation-state 
over a period of yacrs to its pro- 
per place in human affairs. Our ex- 
perience has taught us that peace 
is neither static nor can it be 
"established"— and yet w i t h o u 
peace, no world government can be 
built. 

The Charter of U.N.O. docs not 



BASIC ATOM THEORY 
IS UPSETBY RADAR 

Hidden Cosmic Energies Are 
Discovered to Contradict 
Current Concepts 

New York— Probing the myster- 
ies of the electron with tiny radar 
waves used to delect enemy sub- 
marines and airplanes during 
World War II. two Columbia Uni- 
versity physicists have discovered 
hidden cosmic energies that con- 
tradict current established concepts 
of the atom. Their discovery may 
lead to a revolution in man's basic 
theories of the universe comparable 
to that brought about by the 
theories of relativity and the 
quantum. 

The experiments, completed by 
Prof. Willis Lamb and Hobert 
Rcthcrford after fifteen months of 
work in the Columbia Radiation 
Laboratory, change fundamental 
ideas about the nature and motion 
of electrons, ideas forming the key- 
stone of current atomic theory. 
The official announcement de- 
scribes the discovery as ' the most 
significant advance in fifteen years 
in knowledge of the atom." 

The radiation laboratory, sup- 
ported under contract with the 
Army Signal Corps, was estab- 
lished during the war for research 
on microwaves. It is now one of 
various research projects to which 
the Signal Corps is contributing 
for the peacetime advance of 
scientific knowledge. 

A great part of the advance In 
atomic rsscarch. the Columbia 
physicists pointed out, has depend- 
ed on knowledge of the hydrogen 
atom. Being the simplest of all 
the atoms, composed of a nucleus 
of one proton (positively charged 
particle) and one electron (nega- 
tively charged particle) revolving 
around the former in the manner 
of a planet around the sun. the 
hydrogen atom has served as a 
"cosmic Rosctta Stone" for decod- 
ing the mysteries of the- more com- 
plicated atoms. These consist of an 
ascending order of protons and 
neutrons in their nuclei, with a 
corresponding number of electrons 
rotating about them in complicated 
concentric orbits. 

For twenty years established doc- 
trine on the hydrogen atom has 
been the theory of Prof. P. A. M. 
Dirac of Cambridge University, 
England, one of the world's leading 
physicists, who won the Nobel 
Prize for his major contributions 
to knowledge of the atom. 

Professor Dirac's theory was 
that the hydrogen atom was the 
only one that could be treated in 
an exact mathematical way. It 
brought together for the first time 
various unrelated experimental ob- 
servations, just as Newton's laws 
of motion explained in one intellec- 
tual synthesis the fall of an apple 
and the revolutions of the heavenly 
bodies. 

The mathematical symbols of the 
Dirac theory, like a musical sym- 
phony, combined harmoniously 
different cosmic themes. the 
mysterious spin of the electron 

bring us into a new world; it gives 
the old a chance. With confidence 
and trust in one another, with the 
determination to make the U.N. a 
dynamic international organization, 
the nations will gain the much 
needed experience of world admin- 
istration. The steadfast support of 
peoples all over the world will 
give the U.N. a solid foundation 
to overcome the critical problems 
it must face, and it will be a chal- 
lenge to our generation and the 
generations to come, to build a 
world government. History, if it Is 
not to remain the graveyard of 
lost opportunities, will give such 
an international institution as the 
U.N. the opportunity to evolve from 
the will to world peace to that of 
world government 



about its axis, the electron's mag- 
netic moment and what is known 
as the relativity effect, namely, the 
increase of the electron's mass with 
the increase of its speed. 

Most striking of all. Professor 
Dirac predicted the existence of 
the positron, particle with the same 
mass as the electron but carrying 
a positive, instead of a negative 
charge. This prediction was veri- 
fied several years later by the dis- 
covery of the positron by Dr. Carl 
D. Anderson of the California In- 
stitute of Technology. 

Because of success in embracing 
all the observed facts about the 
electron and the verified predic- 
tion, the Dirac theory of the laws 
of motion of the electron stood 
among atomic scientists on a level 
with that of Newton's laws cf mo- 
lion in the every-day world. 

The Columbia experiments have 
made a crucial test of the Dirac 
theory and proved .that it is incom- 
plete, just as Einstein proved that 
the Newtonian theory was incom- 
plete so far as the cosmos at large 
was concerned. The Einstein theory 
revealed new properties r.f space 
and lime and the Columbia experi- 
ments have uncovered new proper- 
ties of hydrogen and the electron. 
These according to Prof. I. I. Rabi. 
Nobel Prize winner in physics and 
executive officer of the' Columbia 
Physics Department, will be of "in- 
cstimatc value in future research." 

One of the most significant as- 
sumptions of the Dirac theory was 
that certain definite energy levels 
in the hydrogen atom, despite the 
fact that they corresponded to 
different states of motion of the 
electron within the atom, had the 
same energy. This prediction, 
crucial to the theory, offered an 
opportunity that was visualized by 
the two physicists to make a very 
accurate and sensitive test of the 
theory. 

In the ingenious arrangement 
that the Columbia physicists used 
for measurement they found that 
the energy levels, contrary to the 
Dirac theory, did not coincide but 
d;ffcrcd by a definitely measurable 
amount. 

The devices and methods em- 
ployed for measurement were in 
the field of microwaves and with 
the use of techniques developed 
during the war to obtain better 
radar devices. Both Professor 
Lamb and Mr. Rcthcrford were 
active in this ficl dduring the war. 

The experiments were made with 
a beam of hydrogen atoms produc- 
ed by healing ordinary hydrogen 
gas in a molecular state to a tem- 
perature sufficiently high to dis- 
sociate the hydrogen molecules into 
hydrogen atoms. The atoms then 
were excited to a higher energy 
level by election bombardment. 

There arc three stales of energy 
levels, known as stable, unstable 
and inctastablc' In (he mctastablc 
stale a large amount of energy in 
a system can be liberated only after 
application of a small amount of 
energy, known as the activation 
energy. Coal, gasoline, TNT or an 
ordinary match arc mctastablc, 
liberating their energy only after 
the application of a small amount 
of outside force tp activate them. 

Hydrogen atoms in nature exist 
in the stable state, but they can 
be excited by Ihc application of 
outside energy to higher energy 
levels, which can be cither un- 
stable or mctastablc. Two unstable 
states have been predicted by the 
Dirac theory, an upper and a low- 
er. The theory also predicts that 
the lower unstable state will have 
the same energy as the mctastablc 
state. 

Hitherto it was impossible to 
check on this latter prediction, be- 
cause the hydrogen atom raised to 
nn unstable energy level radiaates 
away its energy in about onc-bil- 
lionth of a second. 

By use of microwaves two and 
three-quarter centimeters long, 
which have a frequency of about 
10,000 million cycles a second, the 
Columbia experimenters got around 
the difficulty. This procession was 
something that could not have been 
dreamed of before development of 
the radar techniques. 

The microwaves revealed that the 
fundamental Dirac prcdicton about 
the coincidcnccof the energy levels 
of the mctastablc state and one of 
the two unstable states of the hydro 
gen atom was wrong. Instead of 
coinciding, the mctastablc stale was 
found to be at an energy level of 
about 10 per cent higher than the 
lower-level unstable hydrogen 
atom. 

The actual amount of energy dif- 
ference was six billion-billionths of 
an erg. which gives an indication of 
the delicacy of the method. 

Procedure In Experiment 

In the experiment the mctastablc 
atoms arc subjected to microwave 
radiation in the magnetic field. By 
exploration the proper microwave 
frequency that resonates in tunc 
with the vibration of the mctasablc 
atom is found. The resonance causes 
the latter to pass over into another 
state of electronic motion in which 
the atom is capable of 'radiating, 
that is, it passes to the unstable 
state. By determining the energy of 
wavelength required to change the 
mctastablc atom into the unstable 
state, the difference in the energy 
levels between the two states can 
be determined. 

The whole effect is detected by 
allowing the mctastable atoms, 
which are very few in number, to 
fall on a tungsten surface, where 
they give up their extra energy to 
tear an electron out of the surface. 
The number of electrons obtained 
determines the number of mctasta- 
ble atoms. When the resonance 
frequency is reached the metastable 
atoms radiate away their energy 
before they can reach the tungsten 
surface. When the number of 
metastable atoms that reach the 
tungsten surface decreases the cur- 
rent of the electrons, measured by 
a delicate galvanometer, also de- 
creases. In this way resonance is 
observed. 

The experiments were perform- 
ed also with heavy hydrogen, 
which differs from ordinary hydro- 
gen in that, in addition to a pro- 
ton, the heavy element contains a 
neutron in its nucleus. The results 
were precisely the same, indicating 
that this discrepancy with the the- 
ory does not have a relation to the 
structure of the nucleus but has to 
do exclusively with the fundamen- 
tal equations of motion of the elec- 
tron.
